DETAILED ACTION 



Election/Restrictions 



1 . This application contains claims directed to the following patentably distinct species of 
the claimed invention: 

Species A - figures 1-5 - dual rod holder attached to gunwale of a boat with rod holder 
support member in goalpost configuration. 

Species B - figure 6 - dual rod holder on gunwale of a boat with rod holder support 
member having support arms of differing angles with respect to the boat. 

Species C - figure 7 - dual rod holder on gunwale of a boat with rod holder support in a 
Y-shaped configuration. 

Species D - figure 8 - triple rod holder on gunwale of a boat with rod holder support 
member in vertical (straight up and down) configuration. 

Species E - figure 9 - triple rod holder on gunwale of a boat with goalpost configuration 
and telescoping rod holder support member. 

Species F - figures 10-13 - dual rod holder on gunwale of a boat with goalpost 
configuration with clamping block member connecting anchor post and rod holder support 
member. 

Species G ~ figure 14 - dual rod holder mounted on pole support with rod holder support 
member being two L-shaped pieces connected together. 
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Species H - figures 1 5-1 6 - dual rod holder on gunwale of boat, with rod holding 
members being integral with the rod holder support members in goalpost configuration. 

Species I - figures 17-20 - dual rod holder on gunwale of a boat with rod holder 
members being rotatably connected to the rod holder support members in goalpost configuration. 

Species J - figures 21-24 - dual rod holder on gunwale of a boat with rod holder 
members being integral with rod holder support members with the r4od holder support members 
rotatably connected to the anchor post. 

Species K - figures 25-36 - dual rod holder on gunwale of a boat with L-shaped rod 
holder members allowing for the rod to be configures in multiple different positions with respect 
to the boat, the rod holder members rotatably connected to the anchor post. 

Species L - figure 37 - single L-shaped rod holder to hold rods in multiple configurations 
rotatably attached to the anchor post. 

Species M - figure 38 - single L-shaped rod holder rotatably mounted directly to the 
anchor post. 

Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C. 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. Currently, claim 60 is generic. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.

In either instance, if the 
examiner finds one of the inventions unpatentable over the prior art, the evidence or admission 
may be used in a rejection under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) of the other invention. 

Further, a petition to make this application special has been filed and failure of applicant 
to make an election without traverse will result in denial of the petition to make special
